Tn steam boilers, one-six¬ 
teenth of ap inch of soot decreases 
efficiency by 5Q per cent. 


GIRL AMBULANCE DRIVERS 


There are about 800 girl ambulance 
drivers in the Red Cross service in 
France. The only other woman ambu- 
'ance drivers in France belong to the 
Fir-t Aid Nursing Yeomanry Corps, 
rhere is a friendly rivalry amoifg the 
Red Cross girls in the matter of keep¬ 
ing their “bus” spick and span. When¬ 
ever a trainload of wounded arrives 
the Red Cross girls must be on hand, 
and this means constant duty, day and 
night. Exceptionally good driving is 
a characteristic of each girl, and be¬ 
fore under taking this dangerous and 
arduous work a girl is required to 
pass a severe test at Devonshire House 
Among other things she must * know 
how to attain speed without jolting 
the wounded, as a bit of rough driving 
might prove fatal to the poor lad. 
Tenderness linked with courage of the 
mest and highest kind is always 
found in the girl ambulance driver. 
Ten shillings a week with expenses is 
the pay. Those who have time to 
think of uniforms consider that of the 
imbulance gill the smartest and most 
becoming of cay war uniform for wo¬ 
men—provided it is well cut and made. 


NEW SYSTEM OF HANDLING 

SEED GRAIN IN CANADA 


The entire system of supplying seed 
grain for needy settlers and collec¬ 
ting therefore has been overhauled and 
what is virtually a new system 
throughout has been put into effect. 
At the instance of Hon. Arthur Meigh 
en, minister of the interior, a confer¬ 
ence was held with the western prov¬ 
incial governments in the city of Re¬ 
gina, and as a result arrangements 
have been completed for the fair div-_ 
ision of responsibilities as between the 
Dominion and provincial authorities. 

In 1914, when seed grain relief was 
necessary the governmer.* made ad¬ 
vances directly to the settlers, bought 
the seed, shipped to internal elevators 
where it was cleaned and sacked and 
reshipped to points of disftribrflor. 
The cost of. handling in consequence 
added consideinbly to the price Of the 
seed, owing to present conditions with 
the prevailing high price of seed, it 
w* felt thri the desired result could 
be effected more economically and 
more satisfactorily for the settler by 

system that would enable him to 
purchase the seed locally. The Cana¬ 
dian Bankers’ Association has agreed 
to co-operate and arrangements have 
been completed with the banks where¬ 
by loans can be made to needy settlers 
on unplanted lands. The rate of in¬ 
terest on these advances will not be 
more than seven per cent. 

A settler needing assistance mu£t 
apply to the secretary-treasurer of the 
municipality in which he resides, or, 
if the district be unorganized to the 
provincial officer of the department of 
municipal affairs. The application 
having been verified by both the muni¬ 
cipal and Dominion authorities, the 
hank makes .the necessary loan, taking 
the usual seed grain security and a 
lien upon the unpatented entry. Pay¬ 
ments are due on January 1, 1920. 

As a result bf the policy established 
the settler can make his own arrange- 
-ments in regard to the purchase of 
seed, although, if there is none avail¬ 
able locally the department of agri¬ 
culture is ananging for shipment to 
be sold to the farmers at cost- 

The government guarantees the 
bank to the extent cf piincipal and 5 
per cent interest only. Should the 
bank not collect the obligation this is 
all it receives. On collections actu¬ 
ally made by the banks the govern¬ 
ment pays a commission of one per 
cent. The minister is confident that 
this arrangement will effect an im¬ 
portant s'aving in distribution and 
collection expenses and that it will go 
far towards confining advances to 
actual needs and will result as well in 
a quicker and more business-like dis¬ 
charge of obligations incurred. 

An order-in-council has been passed 
embodying the above arrangements, 
and the necessary machinery is being 
put in motion immediately by the’ de¬ 
partment of the interior. 


GOVERNMENT FORBIDS 

STRIKES DURING WAR 


The first community canning factor 
In Elgin county has been opened at 
Mapleton, Ontario, six miles from St. 
Thomas, by the local Women’s Instit¬ 
ute. The products of the factory, for¬ 
merly a cheese factory, will be used 
j exclusively by the Red Ctoes, beth at 
I home and overseas. Apple and berry 
1 jelly, pickles and com and peach, elder 
, berry and pkim jam will be put up as 
'well as about 10,00 chickens to be do- 
jnated by the farmers of the country. 


An order-in-council passed last 
week forbids, for the duration of the 
war, strikes or lookouts, and imposes 
severe penalties for violatiohs of the 
law. 

Any person violating any of the re¬ 
gulations is made liable, upon sum¬ 
mary conviction, to a penalty not ex¬ 
ceeding $1,000, or to imprisonment 
fora period not exceeding six months, 
or to both fine and imprisonment. 

Any male person, employe or em¬ 
ployer of military age who violates 
any of the regulations, or any direc¬ 
tor of a company, who being of mili¬ 
tary age, acuiesces in violation by the 
companj' of any of the regulations, 
shall be demed to be a soldier enlisted 
in the military forces of Canada and 
subject to military law for the dura¬ 
tion of the war and of demobilization 
thereafter. He shall also forfeit any 
military exemption he may have been 
granted.
